ONE MAN CLOSE TO DEATH 


DECLARES ALL GUILTLESS 


Coroner's Inquest Delayec 


While Thousands Follow 


Babe's Body to Grave 


PRESS TELEGRAM* 


Springfield, Mo., June 11.—As a 


result of investigation of the abduc- 
tion and murder of baby Lloyd Keet 
whose body was found in an old well 
near Springfield, Saturday, a charge 
of first degree murder was preferred 
in a justice's court here Saturda> 
night against, Dick Carter of Spring- 
field, it was announced today by 
Paul O'Day, county prosecutor. Cai- 
tor was said to have been arrested at 
Hutchinson, Kas. 


Conditions in this city were about 


normal today after 36 hours of in- 
tense excitement due to the finding 
Saturday of the body of 14-months- 
old Lloyd Keet, who was kidnapped 
ten days ago and the announced in- 
tention of the populace to take the 
lives of six prisoners, one a woman, 
held in connection with various al- 
leged 
abduction \ plots unearthed 


here. 


The prisoners, not connected offi- 


cially by the authorities with the kid- 
napping and death of the Keet child, 
son of J. H. Keet, banker, that bad 
so aroused the populace, today were 
thought to be safe in the jails of, 
other counties.

Taylor Adams, Maxie 
Adams and 


Sam McGinnis are at Stockton and 
the whereabouts of the remaining 
$wo, Claud Eiersol'and Cletus Adams 
are unknown." 


Near "Humansville, Sheriff William 


Webb and his party trying to spirit 
the prisoners to safety, were over- 
taken early '"Sunday morning by a 
few men from Springfield, who had 
traveled in., motor cars. Piersol and 
Cletus Adams were subjected to a 
grilling that is said to have left them 
with their lives, only as a result of 
the iron nerve of-'Prersofc—Trre sher- 
iff apparently made no resistance to 
having his prisoners taken from him 
when the Springfield men promised 
him no harm would be done the sus- 
pects unless they confessed to com- 
plicity in the baby's death. 


A rope was placed around Pier- 
sol's neck and the end thrown over a 
limb. He was assured that he was 
about to die, whether 
guilty or 


toot. He only replied "I hope you 
will tell my parents I had nothing to 
do with the abduction or death of 
the Keet baby." 
Piersol and Cletus Adams after 
their return to the sheriff's custody 
were spirited away to the northward, 
apparently in an effort to have them 
placed on a train that would take 
them to the state penitentiary at 
Jefferson City or Kansas City jail. 


There also were reports of addi- 


tional arrests in the alleged abduc- 
tion plots that had to do with the 
kidnapping of C. A. Clemen, Spring-

FOOD Bill GETS 


FINAL APPROVAL; 


GOES TO HOUSE 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM! 


Washington, June 11.—The sec- 


ond administration food control bill 
granting broad powers to the presi- 
dent, was agreed to by the house ag- 
ricultural committee by a vote of 
12 to 3 and an immediate report to 
the house was authorized. 


Chairman Lever expects it to pass 


with less than two weeks' debate. 
The first bill now pending is to stim- 
ulate production of food, the second 
is to control distribution and price. 


The bill provides a guaranteed min- 


imum price to producers 
of non- 


perishable 
agricultural 
products 


under regulations to be prescribed 
by the president. The committee 
dropped the plan for maximum price 
fixing on the ground that it was un- 
necessary. 
A good deal of opposi- 


tion was expressed to it. 
The bill appropriates ?2.500.00Q 


for purely administration expenses 
and authorizes $150,000,000 more 
tor carrying out its other purposes 
•which would include guarantee of 
minimum prices, operation of facto- 
ries, mines or other plants, and if 
necessary the handling of wheat sup- 
plies by the government. 
The bill does not designate any 


particular agency of authority but 
vests all authority to the president 
to use any agency in his discretion 
to enter into any requisite arrange- 
ments or agreement to create 
an 


agency or agencies, to accept servi- 
ce* of any person without compen- 
sation and to co-ordinate 
govern 


inent activities.

On May 23, 1917, the House of Rep- 


resentatives passed au act "to provide 
revenue to defray war expenses and 
for other purposes." In the original 
bill as presented by the Committee of 
Ways and Means, the additional reve- 
nue to be derived was estimated at ?!,- 
810,420,000. The amendment to the in- 
come tax, which *was tacked on to the 
bill during the discussion in the House, 
was expected to yield another $40,000,. 
000 or $50,000,000. 


In discussing the House bill, two 


problems arise: 


I. How much should be raised by 


taxation? 


II. In what manner should this sum 


be raised? 
I. How Much Should Be Raised by 


Taxation? 


How was the figure of $1,800,000,000 


arrived at? The answer is simple. When 
the Secretary of the Treasury came to 
estimate the additional war expenses 
for the year 1917-18, he calculated that 
they would amount t» some $6,600,- 
000,000, of which $3,000,000,000 was to 
be allotted to the allies, and $3,000,- 
000,000 was to be utilized for the do- 
mestic purposes. 
Thinking that it 


would be a fair proposition to divide 
this latter sum between loans and 
taxes, he concluded that the amount 
to be raised by taxes was $1,800,000,- 
000. 


There are two extreme theories, each 


of which may be dismissed with scant 
courtesy. The one is that all war ex- 
penditures should be defrayed by loans, 
and the other is that all war expendi- 
tures should be defrayed by taxes. 
Each theory is untenable. 


It is indeed true that the burdens of 


the war should be borne by the pres- 
ent rather than the future generation; 
but this does not mean that they should 
be borne by this year's taxation. 


Meeting all war expenses by taxation 


makes the taxpayers in one or two 
years bear the burden of benefits that 
ought to be distributed at least over a 
dectde within the same generation. 


In the second place, when expendi- 


tures approach the gigantic sums of 
present-day warfare, the tax-only pol- 
icy would require more than the total 
surplus of social income. Were this 
absolutely necessary, the ensuing hav- 
oc in the economic life of the communi- 
ty would have to be endured. But 
where the disasters are so great and 
at the same time so unnecessary, the 
tax-only policy may be declared im- 
practicable. 


Secretary McAdoo had the right In- 


stinct and highly commendable cour- 
age in deciding that a substantial por- 
tion, at least, of the revenues should 
be derived from taxation. But when 
he hit upon the plan of 50-50 per cent, 
that is, of raising one-half of all do- 
mestic war expenditures by taxes, the 
question arises whether he did not go 
too far. 


The relative proportion of loans to 


taxes is after an a purely business 
proposition. Not to rely to a large ex- 
tent on loans at the outset of a war is 
• mistake. 


Disadvantage* of Exo«a*iv« Tax**. 
The disadvantages of excessive taxes 


at the outset of the war are as follows: 


1. Excessive taxes on consumption 


will cause popular resentment. 


2. Excessive taxes on industry will 


disarrange business, damp enthusiasm 
and restrict the spirit of enterprise at 
the very time when the opposite is 
needed. 
' 


3. Excessive taxes on Incomes will de- 


plete the surplus available for invest- 
meuts and interfere with the placing of 
the enormous loans which will be neces- 
sary la any event. 


4. Excessive taxes ou wealth will 


cause a serious diminution of tbe In- 
comes which arc at present largely 
drawn upon for the support of educa- 
tional and philanthropic enterprises. 
Moreover, these sources of support 
would be dried up precisely at the time 
when the need would bo greatest. 


5. Excesaiv* taxation at the outset of 


the war will r*duc« th* elasticity avail- 
able for the increasing demands that 
•re soon to com*. 


Great Britain's PoPcy. 


Take Great Britain us an example. 


During the first year of Uic war she 
Increased taxes only slightly, in order 
to keep industries sola? at loj» notch. 
l>Mring the second year she raised by 
tew taxes only 9 per cent of I«?r wnr 
expenditures. During the Ibird year 
She levied by additional Jnxes (over 
and above line prc-trar level) only 
•lightly more than 17 r>er cent of her 
war expenses. 


If we should attempt to do as math 


In the first year of the war as Great 
Britain did In the third year 3t would 
suffice to raise by taxation f 1.250,009,- 
000. 
If, in order to be absolutely on 


tbe safe side, it seemed advisable to 
Increase the «um to $1,500,000,000, this 
abouU, in our opialon, be tbe maxi- 
mum. 


In considering the apportionment of 


the extraordinary burden of taxes la 
war times certain scientific principle* 
are definitely established: 


How Taxes Should •• Apportioned. 
(1) The burden of tacca must be 


•prcud as far as possible over the 
whole community BO a* to cause each 
Individual to share in the sacrifices ac- 
cording to bin ability to pay and ac- 
cording to his share hi the Government 


(2) Taxes on consumption, which are 


necessarily' borne by the community at 
large, should be imposed as far as pos- 
sible on articles of quasi-luxury rather 
than on those of necessity. 


(3) Excises should be Imposed as far 


as possible upon commodities in the 
hands of the final consumer rather 
than upon the articles which serve pri- 
marily as raw material for further 
production. 


(4) Taxes upon business should be 


imposed as far as possible upon net 
earnings rather than upon gross re- 
ceipts or capital invested. 


(5) Taxes upon income which will 


necessarily be severe should be both 
differentiated and graduated. That is, 
there should be a distinction between 
earned and unearned incomes and there 
should be a higher rate upon the larger 
incomes. It is essential, however, not 
to make the Income rate so excessive 
aa to lead to evasion, administrative 
difficulties, or to the more fundamental 
objections which have been urged 
above. 


(6) The excess profits wbicb are due 


to the war constitute the most obvious 
and reasonable source of revenue dur- 
ing war times. But the principle upon 
which these war-profit taxes are laid 
must be equitable in theory and easily 
calculable in practice. 


Th* Proposed Income Tax. 


Tbe additional Income tax as passed 


by tbe House ruris up to a rate of GO 
per cent. This Is a sum unheard of In 
the history of civilized society. It must 
be remembered that it was only after 
the first year of the war that Great 
Britain increased her Income tax to the 
maximum of 34 per cent, and that 
even now In the fourth year of the war 
the Income tax does not exceed 42% 
per cent 


It could easily be shown that a tax 


with rates on moderate Incomes sub- 
stantially less than in Great Britain, 
and on the larger incomes about as 
high, would yield only slightly less than 
the $532,000,000 originally estimated In 
the House bill. 


It Is to be hoped that the Senate will 


reduce the total rate on the highest in- 
comes to 34 per cent, or at most to 40 
per cent, and that at the same time it 
will reduce the rate on the smaller in- 
comes derived from personal or profes- 
sional earnings. 


If the war continues we shall have to 


depend more and more upon the in- 
come tax. 
By imposing excessive rate* 


now we are not only endangering the 
future, but are inviting all manner of 
difficulties which even Great Britain 
has been able to escape. 


Conclusion. 


The House bill contains other funda- 


mental defects which may be summed 
tip as follows: 


(1) It pursues an erroneous principle 


in imposing retroactive taxes. 


(2) It selects an unjust and unwork- 


able criterion for the excess-profits tax. 


(3) It proceeds to an unheard-of 


height in the Income tax. 


(4) It imposes unwarranted burdens 


AMERICAN STUDENTS TO REBUILD FRANCE 


Prom the debris of devastated 
France and Belgium will rise model 
{villages and cities beautiful, planned 
to order by the highest architectural 
and engineering skill America can 
furnish, if the offer of the University 
cf Illinois, recently brought to Am- 
bassador Jusserand by Dr. Edmund 
Janes James, president of the uni- 
versity, is accepted by the French 
Government. 


The unique proposal of the uni- 
versity 
contemplates sending to 


France trained units of city plan- 
ners to be placed at the disposal of 
city and village mayors and to take 
charge of the reconstruction as 
rapidly as the Germans are pushed 
back. If this plan is followed it will 
mean that there will be no hap- 
hazard rebuilding in France and 
Belgium, but that these 
ruined 
regions will emerge from war aa the 
most beautiful part of the world. 


President James's Plan. 


Each city-building unit, Dr. James 


said, will consist of one architect, 
one landscape architect, one electrical 
engineer, one highway engineer, one 
municipal and sanitary engineer, one 
chemical engineer, and one econo- 
mist. 
Thus when a shattered city may be 


safely rebuilt the economist will esti- 
mate the population needs of the city 
and the relative sizes of the various 


quarters of the city-to-be, the land- 
scape architect in consultation with 
the entire group will lay out the city 
on paper, the highway engineer will 
plot streets and boulevards, the other 
engineers of the unit will make the 
electrical, chemical, sanitary, and 
other arrangements, the architect 
will design the public buildings and 
fix the types of architecture to be 
followed out in the various sections 
of the city. Workmen will then 
carry out these designs. 


In order to prepare the units for 


efficient cooperation the University 
of Illinois will conduct a special 
training school this summer at 
Urbana-Champaign, 
Illinois, 
the 
seat of the university, the school 
opening July 1. Hundreds of archi- 
tects and engineers are expected to 
enroll for this training, to be pre- 
pared later for service in city-build- 
ing units. By combining the courses 
of its splendid School of Architecture 
and 
of its 
various 
engineering 


schools, the university expects to 
train units for duty in six months 
of study. 


The University of Illinois is per- 


vaded with the martial spirit, Dr. 
James tola Washington newspaper 
men. 
All this year it has drilled a 
student brigade of-2,000 cadets and 
this summer it will conduct a Junior 
Military Training Camp for high- 
school boys. 


upon the consumption of the commu- 
nity. 


(5) It is calculated to throw business 


into confusion by levying taxes on gross 
receipts instead of upon commodities. 


(6) It fails to make a proper use of 


stamp taxes. 


(7) It follows an unscientific system 


in its flat rate on imports. 


(8) It Includes a multiplicity of pet- 


ty and unlncrative taxes, tbe vexatious- 
ness of which is out of all proportion to 
the revenue they produce.

/ Tbe fundamental lines on which the 
House bill should be modified are sum- 
med up herewith: 


(1) Tbe amount of new taxation 


should be limited to fl,250,000,000-or 
at tbe outset to $1,500,000,000. To do 
more than this would be as unwise aa 
it is unnecessary. 
To do even this 


would be to do more than has ever 
been done by any civilized Govern- 
ment in time of stress. 


(2) The excess-profits tax based upon 


a sound system ought to yield about 
$500,000.000. 


(3) The income-tax schedule ought to 


be revised with a lowering of the rates 
on earned incomes below f 10.000, and 
with an Analogous lowering of tbe 
rates on tbe higher Incomes, so as not 
to exceed 34 per cent A careful cal- 
culation shows that an income tax of 
this kind would yield some $490,000. 
000 additional. 


(4) The tax on whisky and tobacco 


ought to remain approximately as it is. 
with a yield of about $290,000.000. 


These three taxes, together with' the 


stamp tax at even tbe low rate of the 
House bill, and with an improved au- 
tomobile tax. will yield over $1,250,- 
000,000. which is the amount of money 
thought desirable. 


Tlie above program would be in har- 


mony with an approved scientific sys- 
tem. It will do away with almost all 
of the complaints that are being urged 
against tbe present It will refrain 
from taxing tbe consumption of the 
poor. 


It will throw a far heavier burden 


upon the rich, but will not go to the 
extremes of confiscation. It will o1>- 
vJate interference with business and 
will keep unimpaired tbe social pro- 
ductivity of the community. 


It tvlll establish a j«st balance be- 


tween loans and taxes and will not 
<ojccnmb to the danger of approaching 
citber the tax-only policy or tlie loan- 
only policy. Above all. 3t will keep an 
undisturbed elastic margin, which 
must bo more and more heavily draws 
upon as the war proceeds.

PACKING TRUNKS 


FOR VACATIONS 


An Expert Tells Us How Not 


to Crumple Our Chiffons, Wad 
Our Serges and Mash Our Hats 


' When We Retire Into a Trunk. 
T 


HE proper packing of a trunk to 


an avt, one that the well dressed 
woman who goes about at all 


should cultivate. The new wardrobe 
trunks in which you can hang up 
gowns and coats and skirts and blouses 
have done much to simplify the prob- 
lem of keeping one's clothes neat while 
traveling, but there are still many of 
us- who use the old fashioned box 
trunks, and we are quite as eager aa 
any other women to be trim and 
wrinkleless as to our apparel when we 
arrive at our Journey's end. The most 
successful packer naturally Is the per. 
sou who succeeds in packing the lar- 
gest amount of clothing and other nec- 
essary articles iu the smallest possible 
space without spoiling any of them or 
creasing them too badly. Some people 
can get almost twice as much, in a 
trunk as can others. 


One of the first rules for good pack- 


ing is that heavy things, shoes and 
books and such, should be deposited in 
the very bottom of the trunk. They 
should be wrapped separately and fit- 
ted in together as closely as possi- 
ble. Stockings and other small things 
should be rolled tightly and packed in 
with them, filling the corners and mak- 
ing this first layer as flat and as neat 
as possible. Nest arrange the under- 
clothes, folded carefully and evenly 
distributed. 
Suits, coats, skirts and 


dresses come next. Great care should 
be exercised in folding and disposing 
of them in the trunk. To avoid undue 
wrinkling place rolls of tissue paper 
between the folds and in the sleeves. 
Light silk afternoon and evening gowns 
and blouses should be placed in an up- 
per tray, carefully folded and stuffed 
out with tissue paper and with tissue 
paper between. 


Hats are, of course, difficult things to 


pack, as a rule, unless one has_ a 
regular hat trunk. If, however, they 
must be" consigned to the^top tray of 
an ordinary box trunk, the best thing 
to do is -to pin them in place securely 
and stuff out any ribbon bows to pre- 
vent their being crushed. Veils, scarfs, 
gloves and handkerchiefs should be 
placed in the top tray and in little 
cases and bags if possible. The safest 
way to carry mirrors is to wrap them 
fn folds of thick clothing. The last 
direction is: Unpack your trunk as 
soon as possible after arriving at your 
destination and hang gowns and suits 
In an airy place, if you can, before 
putting them away in closets. 


One word about tags. Do not be 


satisfied with the expressman's check 
alone. See to it that every article of 
your baggage has your name and the 
address to which you are going neatly 
and plainly tagged on it in at least 
two places. That will save the bag- 
gageman trouble and your trunks some 
rough handling. And one thing more. 
Do not load yourself with things you 
do not need. And, if you are going 
to make a lengthy stay in a large place, 
remember that you can buy all sorts 
of things there.

But the people of the other Tillages 
up a_nd down the Mississippi and along 
the Ohio and the "Wabash derisively 
nicknamed it Pain Court It appears 
that the French settlers of St Louis 
neglected agriculture and devoted near- 
ly all their time to hunting and trap- 
ping and trading with the Indians. On 
this account and because a considera- 
ble garrison was maintained at the 
fort provisions were scarcer and high- 
er priced than they were in the other 
villages. The people of the latter, who 
frequently went there to trade, took 
note of this, especially the high price 
and scarcity of bread, and dubbed the 
place Pain Court, which in French 
signifies short or scant bread. — Ex- 
change.
